In this we believe they 
are mistaken. Formerly they were con- 
tented with large slices of territory, more 
than were justly due. The ignorance of 
English diplomatists made this easy. 
Now, perhaps, grown bold by success, 
they dream of taking all North America 
as a peace offering, and imagine that all is 
necessary to do this is to kick and swag- 
ger, as in the case of the Maine boundary, 
and the thing will be done. Like the 
soldier that drew his sword and threatened 
dreadful things if he did not get a pair of 
boots at his own price, they would be the 
readiest, after — what they wished,to 
reply to the inquiry about what they 
would have done, supposing they had 
been refused. ‘* Done! Thy! what could 
we have done? Done without, to be sure!“ 
Exactly, and that will be found to be the 
upshot of the whole affair. When the 
Americans have discovered that they can 
mot secure anything by bullying, they 
will either forget the Alabama altogether, 
or willa to some equitable method of 
settling the claims.

A Few Senatorial Amenities—Burn-

WasHINGTON, April 23. In the Senate 
late last night Messrs. Nye, Abbott, Came- 
ron, Chandler and Brownlow defended 
Gov. Burnside against Sprague’s charge of 
his cowardice at Bull Run, and pitched 
into the Rhode Island Senator. 

Mr. Sprague retorted in terms 80 stormy 
that Mr. Abbott declared he would hold 
him responsible for it outside the Cham- 
ber. 

Mr. Sumner charged Mr. Abbott with 
a breach of order in proposing to violate 
the laws, which led to much debate, dur- 
ing which Mr. Nye told Mr. Abbott he 
ought to “spank” Mr. Sprague, and Mr, 
Abbott charged the Rhode Island Senator 
with having “hid out.“ 


Major Charles E. Mix, who has been 
chief clerk, and freyguently acting as Com- 
missioner of Indian affairs for thirty-three 
years, has been removed, and is succeeded 
by Wm.

In accordance with this 
Secretary Borie has issued acircular letter 
to the heads of the various navy bureaus, 
saying that while the Navy Department 
has not a right to compel mechanics and 
laborers to work more than eight hours, 
yet it has a right to employ them to 
labor extra hours and pay a pro rata for 
such work. 

Commodore Robert W. Schotield has been 
ordered to hold himself in readiness to

M. Davis, a fourth class clerk in the 
Treasury department and private Secre- 
tary to Messrs. Charles Fessenden and 
McCulloch, was removed from office this 
morning. Secretary Beutwell leaves 
Washington to-night on a short visit to 
Boston. 

Commissioner Delano has decided with 
regard to affixing and cancelling Internal 
Revenue stamps. In all cases where an 
adhesive stamp shall hereafter be used, 
except as maybe otherwise provided, the 
person making and delivering, or giving 
instrument matter, or thing to be taxed, 
shallso affix the stamp that the entire 
surface of each stamp shall be exposed to 
view, and shall cancel the same by writing 
with ink on each stamp, or by some mo- 
chanical means, as the Commissioner may 
hereafter require, in order that each can- 
celled stamp cannot be again used. The 
cancellation of stamps for spirits and to- 
bacco will remain as heretofore. The 
Commissioner calls the attention of officers 
to the provisions of the act, enforcing a fine 
and punishment for using adhesive 
stamps more than once, 

Senator Wilson has addressed a letter to 
the Secretary of War dissenting fromthe 
official construction placed upon the 
eight hour law. The letter will probably 
be published,

Eprrors AVALANCHE: Helena is to haye 
a new Court house, There was a lively dis- 
cussion in the County Court 
touching that most sensitive of all public 
questions, the imposition of an extra tax 
to meet the necessary expenses incident to 
the erection of public buildings. Some 
worthy tax-payers in the city opposed the 
infliction of a tax on city — —7 ſor the 
purpose in question, contending that the 
ee pay for county buildings, 
the ci —— enough to do to look after 
itself. The rural gentry, on the other hand, 
demonstrated that the city was almost ex- 
clusively benefited by the erection within 
its limits of such buildings, and upon 
counting noses it was found that the 
ruralists carried the day—so the tax was 
im The site for the new building is 
well chosen, on a bill in the northwestern 
portion of the city, commanding a fine 
view up and down the river, and of both 
Old West Helena. Hon. Q. R. Under- 
wood, County and Probate Judge, has 
superintendence of the erection of the 
building, and we venture to say will see 
that the work is well and faithfully done. 
Judge Underwood is one of our most ener- 

tic and public-spirited citizens, and by 

is untiring efforts in behalf of the in- 
ternal improvement of this city and 
county since his elevation to office he 
has deserved well of the people of all 
shades of opinion, class and colors. If 
the Judge could possibly infuse some- 
thing of the classic and beautiful spirit of 
modern architecture into the new court- 
house, he would confer a public blessing 
upon Phillips county and prepare compli- 
mentary material for his epitaph. A

this Legislature. It missed the tide in its 
affairs, and now it must go down to pos- 
terity wrapped in the dark garments of 
popular censure, and occupying in the 
parliamentary history of the State, a page 
devoted to the narrow-minded, bigoted 
and partizan public servant, 
This fact, however, does not hide the 
amount of work accomplished by the late 
General Assembly. Its labors were her- 
culean and of the greatest importance. It 
undertook, and we suppose accomplished, 
after its peculiar fashion, a revision of all 
our State laws, remodeling a system of 
jurisprudence which, for nearly halt a con- 
71 has given respectability to the bar 
of Arkansas, and weight and force to the 
decision of our Supreme Court. The old 
common law practice which ennobled and 
urified the profession in Arkansas, has 

nd up by the Legisiative spade, 
root and branch, and in its stead we have 
a Code of Practice,’’ which is as lovely as 
it is loose and slipshod. The fruits of long 
years of experience in this practice and fa- 
miliarity with the wisdom of Chitty and 
Stephens on pleading, are at one fell 
swoop lost to the venerable practitioner. 
These political iconoclasts spare nothing; 
the good and bad go down together.

It 
organized an opposition. In the House 
and Senate a brave little band of men sud- 
denly become a power; a band of honest

It developed a 
minority, which is destined, ere long, to 
be a controlling and powerful majority in 
the State politics. No, after all, a good 
thing came out of Nazareth, 
Parson Brooks has got his bread but- 
tered at last. He has been appointed 
United States Assessor for the Second Dis- 
trict of Arkansas, Wonder if he'll resign 
his membership of the Lower House, now 
that he is an officer of the Federal Govy- 
ernment? We rather think not. Such a 
rocedure would establish a bad precedent.

In ad- 
dition to what the Liberty brought here 
this trip she put off at the mouth of White 
river over 2,000 pieces of bacen for reship- 
ment to New Orleans. Tennessee has also 
considerable beef and pork of her own 
production, and the same is in a measure 
true of North Alabama and Mississippi. 
Aside from this pork is affected in some 
respects like cotton. High prices curtail 
consumption, bring substitutes into re- 
quest and create an unhealthy state of 
trade, such as now existsin both of these 
great products.
